‘1his 
amount is a fatal dose. I have repeat- 
edly examined specimens of frigid em- 
balming fluid, and have never found 
the faintest trace of strychnine in it.

Q. Is it possible for one part of the 
liver to contain more in proportion than 
any other part of the liver? A. It is 
not, under these circumstances. 

Q. Will you say what circumstances 
you mean, by that, Doctor? <A. The 
circumstances I have reference to are 
the introduction of the strychnine dur- 
ing life. 

Q. Would the liver absorb the strych- 
nine that was injected after death, into 
the body? A. It would. 


How Strychnine Would Act. 

Q. How would it he possible for the 
strychnia to get into the liver in this 
case, assuming that the strychnia was 
injected* after death? <A. Well, the 
strychnine would be in solution and 
eventually would find its way to all 
parts of the body. 

Q. Is there any way of determining 
whether the strychnine was introduced 
by hypodermic injection or by the or- 
dinary process of the mouth? A. Not 
from the chemical analysis, no. 

Q. Assuming that the strychnine had 
been taken into the stomach during life, 
some hours before death, would you 
find the strychnine in the stomach or in 
the liver? A. You might find it in both 
places. The quantity in the liver might 
be ‘greater than the quantity in the 
stomach, 

Q. The only examination from the 
chemical and toxicological standpoint 
that is practically complete is the ex- 
amination of the liver? A. Yes. 

Q. Other examinations are still in 
progress? A. Yes. 

Q. We see that strychnine might be 
found in the liver after being admin- 
istered when the patient was alive; we 
have found that it might be found in 
the liver after being injected after 
death. How else might strychnine find 
its way besides the internal administra- 
tion of it alive and the administration 
or the injection after death? A. Well, 
it might be Injected during life. 


Poison Would Pass Away. 


Q. Would the use of strychnia over a 
prolonged period of time before death 
be followed by the finding of strychnhia 
in the liver in lethal quantities? A. No, 
it would not. 

Q. You say that from the use of me- 
dicinal doses it would be impossible to 
have found it in the liver in quanti- 
ties strong enough to cause death? 
A. Yes; that would be impossible. 

Q. What becomes of it? A. It is brok- 
en down and changed and passes away. 

Q. In other words, a dose of strychnia 
taken three or four times a day, four or 
five days ahead of death would have 
been dissolved? <A. You might have 
found traces, minute traces, but no such 
quantities as, for instance, one grain; 
that would be impossible.

Committee of Heavy Shippers First will investi 


gate Conditions i in Ot rag er Cities Before 





A committee representing seven St. 
Louis shoe manufacturers that ship 
thousands of car loads of freight 
every year, will visit the principal 
cities of the United States to investi- 
gate and compare terniinal charges 
and fatilities with rates and condi- 
tions in this «ity. 

This investigation is undertaken as 
preliminary to amy action-by the 
manufacturers on the Terminal bills 
pending in the Municipal Assembly. 
The Terminal Association flooded 
Washington avenue with blankét pe- 
titions to the Municipal Assembly 
“heartily .and emphatically” indors- 
ing the bills and urging prompt ac- 
tion thereon. 

A meeting of the shoé men was held 
at the Mercantile Club Tuesday night 
to cotisider these petitions. Instead of 
signing the petitions, they adopted a 
resolution authorizing an investigation 
of, terminal conditions in other cities to 
be made by a cummittee composed of 
offe representative from @¢ach of the 
seven houses. .

The committe will not be able to make 
its report for a month.

“We do not think it would be proper 
to sign the petition favoring the passage 
of the bill Merely because somebody 
asked ts to do so. We have no griev- 
ances against the Terminal and no 
favors to ask.” |

From 14 to 50 Years Old, 

The students at the McKinley High 
night school range in age from 14 to 50 
years. Practically all are employed. And 
the work with which they occupy the 
hours of the daytime is the work which 
they study at night in the schools. Boys 
apprenticed as carpenters and pattern 
makers go to the schoo! for instruction 
in their trade. Old carpenters and old 
pattern makers attend to learny more 
thoroughly the principles of their trade. 

Boys and girls, women and men, in 
almost equal numbers, make up, the 
biggest night high school west of New 
York. They attend from every section 
of St. Louis south of the Mill Cream 
Valley. 

“The heroic efforts that some of these 
students put forth to better their edu- 
cation occasionally startles one,” said 
Superintendent Morgan. ‘‘Recently there 
was —— to my attention the case 
of several girls employed in a down- 
town department store, who walk to the 
school three nights a week. They walk 
to save car fare. School is not out until 
9:30, o’clock, and it is 10:30 before they 
reach their homes in Carondelet for the 
meal they should have had ip, the early 
evening.

Each Pupil a Class Alone. 
“Such a performance would nettle the 


day school teacher, but it has a differ- 
ent effect on the instructor in the night 
The boy and girl, man. and 
woman who will work hard all day 
and then: plod out to the school at 
night and spend the evening trying to 
better themselves, even if their primary 
object is entirely for material benefit, 
touches the heart of a school teacher, 
And that is one reason why the group 
of 30 instructors exert. themselves to a 
task which is almost a work for 1200 
private tutors, or one tutor for every 
student. 


“For it must be remembered that ev- 

ery student of the night school is a 
class by himself or ‘herself. Some are 
just starting in tonight.- Others have 
had nearly a year’s study. Some aro 
here promptly at 7:30 p..m. each even- 
ing\and some can’t reach the school un- 
til an hour later. The teacher of the 
class, therefore, mist set out individual 
tasks for every member of the division. 
In’ the same mechanical drawing class 
some are learning to make a straight 
line, while others are designing engines 
to a given horsepower.” 
A visit to the McKinley High School 
while the night classea. are in session, 
is a revelation. ,.The popular idea of a 
night school is upset. It is not an as- 
semblage of illiterate. persons, who eith- 
er thréw away or never had their early 
chance, and are trying to improve a Jate 
one. The school is made up of per- 
sons mainly who have had good gram- 
mar school éducations, but who are dis- 
covering that to better their positions 
or to get into other, walks of life than 
those they are now pursuing, they must 
increase their: knowledge. | 

“Employes, of a mercantile house 
learn that a knowledge of the Spanish 
language is an asset in furthering trade 
relations in the Southwest.

“Pony” Moore, Mitchell’s father-in-law, 
ete, stooa with a face puckered with 
anxiety and nervousness. 

“There goes my boy,” “Pon” cried as 
I got my right across and floored 
Mitchell. When I knocked him down 
for the third time Moore cried excited- 


oy: “And there goes the house, estate 


and everything!” 

For the first four rounds it looked

Those French gendarmes take: their 
job as seriously as if they were judges. 
When told that a prize fight, that is 
against-the law, is about to take place 
they will break it up or bust. 

A great many sportsmen in France 
and England had the idea that Mitchell 
wanted to back out of the fight and 
was putting himself in the way of the 
police in advance, so that they could 
stop the fight.

National Geographic Society 
Proposes Barflett and His

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The National 
Geographic Society, which resolved at a 
meeting here yesterday to send an 
American expedition in search of the 
south Pole, confidently expects ample 
‘nancial assistance from outside sources 
o warrant the exploration. 

It is the plan of the society that the 
xpedition in September be headed by

_ Since Shortage in Relief Fund 
- Was Learned Criminals 
Reap Harvest. 


While the police have been busy in- 
vyestigating themselves, burglars, thieves 
and hold-up men have been equally 
busy. In the three weeks in which in- 
vestigation into the relief fund shortage 
- has been conducted as a police family 
affair, more than seven hundred crimes 
of various sorts have been committed in 
St. Louis. 

Since the Post-Dispatch printed three 
‘weeks ago an exclusive account of the 
shortage in the relief fund, the police 
department, engrossed in an investiga- 
tion of itself, evidently has given less 
than its usual energy to the suppress- 
The immediate response 
has been an epidemic of felonies and 
misdemeanors, some of the perpetrators 
of which have been captured, but the 
great majority of whom are still at 

Statistics gathered from the police 
reports show that during the three 
_ Weeks 728 crimes have been committed, 
or one for every hour and a half of 
the period. Of these, 149 were burglaries, 
861 were thefts by sneak thieves and 126 
cases of larceny. There were 23 high- 
Way robberies and seven attempts at 
_ Fobbery made by hold-up men. 

Many Crimes Committed. 

Worthless checks to the number of 18 
‘were passed. There were 13 thefts by 
pickpockets, two by diamond clippers, 
two by purse snatchers and three by 
porch climbers. There were 2% attempts 
at burglary, besides the 149 burglaries 
which succeeded. 

One of the most flagrant of the of- 
fenses was the robbery of the home of 
Eberhart Anheuser, 3003 Allen avenue, 
on the evening of Jan. 19. Another was

DELEGATES LIMIT 
KATY RATES AND 
SFT A PRECEDENT 


Action Regarded as _Admis- 
sion Body Has Power to 
Abolish Arbitrary. 





WHAT BILL PROVIDES 


Maximum Switching Charge 
$2 and Safeguards Pro- 
vided for City. 


— — 

In fixing $2 a car as the maximum 
charge which the M., K. & T. Terminal 
Co. may collect for switching freight 
from other roads to its own line, or be- 
tween points on its tracks. a majority 
of the Railroads Committee of the 
House of Delegates has recognized the 
contention of councilmen that the city 
has the authority te regulate such rates. 

Members of the Council believe that 
when the House votes next week on the 
bill to vacate 18 acres of streets for 
the Terminal Railroad Association, those 
who supported the provision for a maxi- 
mum charge in the M., K. & T. Terminal 
Co.’s franchise will be bound, for the 
sake of consistency, to favor the aboli- 
tion of the “arbitraries.”’ 


Forces Low Rate of Service. 
The effect of the amendment added by 


the House to the Katy“ Terminal Co.'s 
bill Tuesday evening is to compel it to 
give, in exchange for a franchise, a low 
rate for its service. This is what the 
Council wants done in the case of the 
Terminal Railroad Association, which 
now may charge any amount it chooses 
for moving freight across the river. 

Delegate Hamilton, who wrote the 
minority report of the Railroads Com- 
mittee, opposes the stipulation of any 
sum for switching on the ‘‘Katy’’ term- 
inals, preferring, he says, to leave the 
question to the Public Service Commis- 
sion or the State Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners. Most of the 
delegates have declared in favor of 
the maximum of $2 a car and in this 
form the bill is expected to pass. 


Council Fixes no Maximum. 
The “‘Katy’’ Terminal Co.’s bill was 


adopted by the Council without any pro- 
vision for a maximum, ‘but councilmen 
are expected to concur in the amend- 
ment made by the House. 

Joseph L. Bryson, attorney for the M., 
K. & T. Terminal Co., told a Post-Lis- 
patch reporter Wednesday that if the 
charge were limited to $2 a car his com- 
pany probably would not accept it. 

The bill vacates Howard street and 
about six acres of streets for the com- 
pany in Baden, permits the laying of 
tracks on Broeklyn, Mound, Florida 
and second streets, and the use of the 
city sewers in North St. Louis. 

Besides limiting its switching charres, 
the bili requires the company to pay 
the city $140,000, abolish grade crossings 
whenever commanded to |, give a 
bend of 350,000 to guara e fulfill- 
meit of all conditions é ranchis? 
and te pay for the removVar vf water 
pipes, sewers, telegraph and ‘telephone 
poles, and the maintenance of streets. 
It prohibits the sale or transfer of tha 
franchise to the Terminal Association 
or any other railroad.

GLENNON'S THEME OF SERMON

Archbishop in Talk for Catholics and Non- 
Catholics Advises Business Men and Wives 
and Others to Stop and Think. - 





N the residence of the Archbishop of 
St. Louis is hung a painting. It is 
one of those paintings that suggest 
a story—half a hundred stories you 
might weave around the painted figures 
on the canvas. Archbishop Glennon made 
it his text when a Post-Dispatch inter- 
viewer requested a sermon for the peo- 
ple of St. Louis on the first day of 
Lent. 

The Archbishop was, found in his 
study. His study is set far back in the 
residence and the noises of Lindell bou- 
levard—the liveliest thoroughfare of 
pleasure in the city with its never-end- 
ing panorama if distractions—did not 
penetrate there. The Archbishop was 
silent, thoughtful, and he became more 
thoughtful still when the mission of his 
visitor had been explained. 

‘You wish a sermon for your readers, 
Catholics and non-Catholics alike?’ he 
said finally, “‘then come with me.”’ 
Takes His Sermon From 

a Rare Old Painting. 
E led the way into the wide hall- 
H way. On either side are hung 
portraits and the works of old 
masters. He stopped before a painting 
by Oscar Brazda, an Austrian. It shows 
a scene in a crypt beneath a church in 
Vienna. The figure of Christ lies on a 
bier in a niche. Sanctuary lamps shed 
a crimson glow in the gloom of the 
crypt. Two children, half frightened, 
wholly awed, are praying beside the 
bier. An old woman is sitting with her 
head in her hands on the floor of the 

prie dieu’ or kneeling bench. 

“The picture represents a ceremony,” 
said the Archbishop, “‘that obtains in 
many Catholic churches on Good Friday 
afternoon. Our Lord has been taken 
down from the Cross and prepared for 
burial. You see the children, awed, 
praying timidly. But the old woman, 
having tired kneeling at prayer, sits 
down for awhile. Tired of praying, she 
is just thinking. Her Lord is dead, His 
lifeless body is there before her, and 


‘She feels that she is also nearing the 


end of her life’s journey. And 80 before 
the end comes she sits down by the 
wayside to think. Just to think.” 

With this preface to.his sermon the 
Archbishop turned away from the paint- 
ing and dictated the following to the 
citizens of St. Louis:

NO YELLOW DOG MAJORITY. 

Missouri Democrats are in danger of being 
overheartened by the Sixth District victory. On 
‘all sides are unctuous predictions of Democratic 
triumphs in the State. Missouri will go Demo- 
cratic again, say the party leaders, by the old- 
time majority. 

There was no old-time Democratic majority 
in the Sixth District election. ‘It was a new-time 
majority created by a combination of Democrat-. 
ic and Republican votes and made possible by: 
a Republican revolt against Republican stupidity 
and rascality. It was a protest’ against party 
bossism in alliance with plutocracy and privilege. 
The Democrats gained an unparalleled victory 
though the aid of Republicans who were so indig- 
nant at the party machine’s subservience to the 
predatory interests that they stayed at home or 
voted the Democratic ticket. The majority rep- 
resented the progressive sentiment of the people 
—the kind of sentiment that gave Roosevelt a 
majority of 25,000 on. national Issues and Folk 
a similar majority on State issues. 

There is no hope for the Democratic yellow 
dog in the Sixth District result. The progressive 
voters who buried “Standpat” Griffith under an 
avalanche of adverse votes will not elect a re- 
actionary Democrat; they will not support a 
plutocrat or a tool of plutocrats; they will not 
follow an agent of the corporations or an ally of| 
Aldrich and Cannon. They will vote for a pro- 
gressive Republican in preference to a mossback 
Democrat or a progressive Democrat against a 
standpat Republican.

With the bears hammering and the prices of 
stocks dwindling awzy, Republicans make haste 
to reassure themselves that their contemplated 
activities have nothing to do with the case. When 
stocks were mounting to unprecedented levels, 
tariff raised crops, popular confidence and Re- 
publican prosperity were the obvious causes. But 
now the situation, bad as it is, is inexplicable. 

The securities themselves are as good now as 
then. Steel common at 75 pays the same dividend 
as at 90 and the Steel Trust is still behind in its 
orders. Steel preferred pays the same 7 per cent 
whether its speculative value is 120 or 102. Union 
Pacific brings the same returns at 180 as at 210. 

In their mystified condition, the Republicans 
should turn to Mr. Morgan. Doubtless he can 
explain it all. It is difficult to understand why 
he should want toadd anything to the 6000 mil- 
lions of capital he now controls, but he moves 
in mysterious ways his wonders to perform, and 
if the Republicans will only trust him now as 
they have trusted him in the past, they will come 
out all night. He is a chastening influence and 
the gamblers always emerge from a bout with 
him with new ideas of propriety and a f.ner sense 
of his fitness to guide the destinies of the nation. 
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Prof. Fisher of Yale and Prof. Carver of Har- 
vard, both addicted to economics and rather 
given to prophecy, agree in saying we may expect 
the high cost of living to culminate in a panic; 
so now let us rest easy; it is the unexpected that 
happens. : 
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ENOX SHOULD RESTRAIN HIMSELF. 

The redoubtable Philander C. Knox will hardly 
resist this new opportunity to take the Hon. Por- 
firio Diaz aside dnd announce in gentle but firm 
language that it {is abhorrent to the Anglo-Saxon 
mind to send the robbed to prison instead of the 
robber. It may satisfy the Latin sense of jus- 
tice that the conductor of a looted freight train 
be imprisoned, but it doesn’t comport with Amer- 
ican views. 

The State Department, which has iong been 
interested in the case of Conductor Cook, can’t 
overlook nis penitentiary sentence. It is doubt- 
less true in a general way that when one is in 
Mexico he must do as the Mexicans do, but the 
rule can hardly be extended'to cover invasions of 
our ideas of fundamental justice. Americans 
never will learn to row boats stern first, to ar- 
rest the wounded pedestrian instead of the crauf- 
feur, to pull a hand saw and not push it, to 
beckon backwards or to class as the criminal the 
man who has his pocket picked. 

Our customs are different. So while we coun- 
sel firmness on the part of Mr. Knox, we trust 
he will not lose his,temper or threaten to march 
the standing army across the Chihuahua desert, 
land marines at, Acapulco, bombard Vera Cruz 
or. blow the cap off Popocatepetl with frenzied 
rhetoric. Mild measures should do for the pres- 
ent. But it is an agreeable thought that we have 
at the head of the State Department 5 feet 2 of 
indomitable courage which needs restraint rather

the average American railway is 131.71. This is 
ported by figures showing that in the Hast, the aver- 
age ton of freight, including coal, is hauled 90.08 
while the longest average haul for the typical 
reported is 259.17 miles in the Northwest. 

Between these two extremes, the average ton of 
freight is reported officially as hauled by the typical 
road a fraction‘less than 132 miles for an average 
of three-quarters of a cent a mile. This average rep- 
resents an increase from .078 cents per ‘ton per mile 
in 1900. 

“It should be borne in mind,” the Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioners say, ‘“‘that the average revenue 
per ton per mile covers all kinds and classeg of 
freight, and depends not only upon the rates at which 
the several classes are carried, but also upon the 
proportionate amounts of freight carried.”” - 

Bearing this in mind, as it means that coal tn the 
average of three-quarters of a cent a mile on a 182- 
mile hayl, weighs more than fine goods and is carried 
much cheaper in vastly greater quantities, it appears 
that inside the St. Louis industrial district, St. Louis 
coal for St. Louls purposes, is carried an average of 
not over 32 miles for 52 cents a ton. But for the sake 
or round numbers, raise this to 40 miles for 62 cents. 

The average haul inside the “Terminal Zone” in St. 
Louis for coal is stated on the authority of the 
Terminal company at 12 miles. The average haui 
from the mines is stated on expert authority at 20 
miles. But putting the St. Louis haul at 4 miles as 
4 total, this would give an average of over a cent and 
@ quarter per ton per mile as the cost of the Bt. 
Louls movement for coal inside the St. Louig indus- 
trial district itself. 

This is nearly twice the average reported by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as the total revenue 
per mile for the average ton of all freight, through- 
out its whole movement, including that over .termi!- 
nals and into and out of cities. 

If Industrial St. Louls must move its own coal in 
its own limits only at a cost up to 4 cents a mile for 
the shortest distances and on payment of 52 cents for 
an average haul of 40 miles (or one-fifth less, accora- 
ing to some of the best expert estimates) what in that 
case remains of the natural advantage if St. Louis is 
helping to pay the cost of shipping its own coal to 
other cities? 

From the unlimited supply of coal at the doorstep 
of St. Louis, Chicago, 283 miles from St. Louis, géts 
a rate of 75 cents a ton in cases as typical as those 
covered by the figures for St. Louis. This ‘‘absorbs 
switching charges’’ in Chicago up to $4 a car, Make 
the necessary deductions. Deduct 83 miles from the 
distance for Chicago. Make it 200 miles as an average 
for 75 cents on coal! St. Louls pays 52 cents to have 
hauled an average of not over. 40 miles. 

The point, then, is the point at-which any sort of a 
freight tariff. levied under any name on St. Louis 
coal, as it moves for St. Louis’ consumption inside 
the St. Louis industria] district, becomes a protective 
tariff for other cities against St. Louis. 

In short St. Louis pays a tariff tax on its own 
coal for the protection of cities competing in- 
dustrially with it. 

If the haul to Chicago of St. Louis coal were put 
at only a hundred miles instead of 200, at 75 cents @ 
ton, it would give threé-quarters of a cent per ton per 
mile. And this js the rate officially reported as tne 
American average per ton per mile, based on the 
revenue averaged for the country, with switching 
charges included. Who is getting the best of the 
natural advantages of St. Louis?

CHEESE AS AN ITEM OF DIET. 


HEESE is a most valuable source of proteid. It is decidedly 
@ cheap, and gives twice as much proteid for 10 cents as beef 
and nearly four times as much as eggs. 

It can be used as a substitute for milk in a milk diet. It is 
attractive to the taste and, in moderate amounts, digestible. Cheese 
is said to digest everything except itself.’’ That is why, as an aid 
to digestion, it is served at the end of a heavy dinner. Cheese con- 
sists, when analyzed, of one-third proteid, one-third fat, and one- 
third water. It is made by adding rennet to milk. 

After that step is taken the real ‘‘ripening’’ of the cheese 
begins.' This ripening is allowed to go on for weeks and even 





— 


produced by the action of bacteria. Different kinds of bacteria 
give the special flavors of the various cheeses. 

While there is no question as to the nutritious powers ‘of 
cheese, there are doubts as to its digestibility. In many countries 
it is used largely ‘as a substitute for meat, and when it can be 
digested it is a most rational substitute. 

We read of European peasants waxing strong and living to 
old age on black bread and cheese for a steady diet.’ But we must 
not lose sight of the fact that the outdoor life a peasant leads means 
fully as much to him as what he eats. 3 

Cheeses are divided into two kinds, fresh and cooked. Cooked 
ones keep for a very long time and are more generally from cow’s 
milk. Parmesan and Gruyere are cooked cheeses. Roquefort is a 
mixture of sheep and goat milk. The green marks in-it are due to 
bacteria, put there as a flavor. 

Highly ripened cheeses like Stilton, Roquefort, Brie, Camem- 
bert and Limburger are excellent appetizers and stimulants to di- 
gestion, though many of the strong cheeses are not acceptable in 
large quantities to the average stomach. 

Cheese is one of the: concentrated foods, and contains more 
than twice the amount of nutriment of any other known substance. 
It must, therefore, be used in small quantities and with foods which 
contain little nitrogenous matter.

If they 
think anybody is in the covered part of 
the wagon, the driver is stopped when 
he reaches the first collection office and 
the collector prods about with his stick.

Any- 
body who gets past the collectors with- 
out leaving a nickel earns the money. 
Hogs Travel Cheaper Than Men. 
Often adventurous spirits try ‘‘to ride 
the rods” of wagons while others choose 
to get under the cushioned seats and let 
the driver sit on them. Many get into 
empty barrels, dry goods — and un- 
der loose hay. 
A system of tele- 
phones from one 
station to another 
along the bridge, 
keeps the guards 
in touch. And on 
rare occasions 
when the smug- 
giers do not show 
@ proper awe of 
the poor box stick, 
a patrolman from 
the Carr Street 
district with a 
much more con- 
vincing piece of 
wood, is ready to 
give assistance to 
the customs col- 
lectors. 
Automobiles

For each 
extra person it carries the auto is taxed
